Governor Uecklkam on Saturday 
forwarded to the Senate the nMnes 
of General Percy Haley, of Frank- 
fort; Dr. Milton Bound, of Hop- 
kinsvillc, and Judge D. B. Bed- 
wine, of Jackson, as memlx^rs of 
the lioard of Control, to have 
ebarge of the State In«ne Aay- 
loms and chariUble institutions 
under the law just enacted by the 
General Assembly.

Now, our idea of the manner in 
w'uicli to form a law to. f<>r once 
and all, overcome, to a great ex- 
tent, if not entirely, the eomi^iea- 
tions which exist and to make 
titles more secure would be to have 
a oommiasion consisting of three 
of tilt' best liiii'l lawyers in Eastern 
Kentucky, Virginia or Weot Vir- 
ginia appointed to investigate the 
matter. Have them spend at lea.it 
two years in their investigation 
and make a report -to the next 
(irneral Assembly following their 
appointment and if tliere is any 
way to overcome the great volume 
of litijfation brouirlit iibout liy the 
lapping of these grants and the 
sttempts of holders ol ahnost 
wortiiii'.s titles to raqoire people 
to pa>' luore tlian ooce for their 
property, then this committee

JicKSOM, Kr., March 10.— In 
regard to the order »<f .In l>:e |)..r- 
sey in alowing bail to James liar- 
gis and others charged with the 
murder of J. B. Marcimi, the fol- 
lowing statement has been given 
out by Mrs. Mareum: 

"I notice in the ^ ..I mri^ of the 
Lexington Herald of March n an 
incpiiry from certain eltisens of 
Anderson county M to why Judge 
I >orsey allowed bail to James Har- 
gis and others charged with the 
murder of my lui-Kund, in ad- 
vance of the motion for bail be- 
fore the motion for change of 
venue WMsettlcd. .lu lirc I lorsey 
gives as his reason for granting 
bail, that the jail wai not in a 
sanitary condition and that it 
would probably impair the health 
of the prisoners. Witnesses were 
introduced, both by defend 
ants and by the Commonwealth, 
to prove the condition of the jail 
and the number of persons con 
lined. The proof showed that it 
WM not a rery pleawnt and agree- 
able place, but that it w.i- in a.s 
good condition as jails are ordi- 
narily kept in. 

"The jail, I understand, WM in 
a t)etter condition than when 
turned over by the Hargi.s admin- 
istnttion to Jailer Little on the 
first day of January, and no other 
prisoners had heretofore been ad- 
mitted to bail, so far M I know, 
on account of the sanitary oondi- 
tions of the jail, nor the numbers 
contined. The prisoners conlined 
at tlie same time w ith Judge Har- 
gis were chartr<'d with sundry 
crimes, siu h as liipior selling and 
other penal offenses, and no len- 
iency was asked for nor <^ered to 
any of the>e. I make no OonplaiBl 
n<.'ainst the order of Judge Dorsey 
if he believed that he was dis- 
charging hi.^ duty in so doiiiir, but 
it is to l>e borne in mind that the 
man whom these prisoners are 
charged with killinj.' was taken 
without a word uf warning, and 
he has never b«en given emancipa-

confinement into which he was 
consigned. It m«y be the enstoni 
of courts to allow temporary bail, 
regardless of the. enormity of the 
crime alleged, yet there seems, so 
far as I know, to be no ju>titira 
tion for such aciioB under the law.
